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Dear Sir: 

In an Office Action mailed August 24, 2004, the Examiner restricted the claims of this 
patent application, stating that claims 1 and 1 1 were generic and that the applicant needed to elect 
claims to a single disclosed species of herbal medicine. 

The applicant hereby elects claims 4, 5, 6, 8, 11-14, 20, and 21. Claims 4, 5, 8, and 11-14 
have been amended and claims 20 and 21 are new claims. This election is made traverse. 

Applicant believes that the elected claims are all part of the same invention. The elements 
of amended claim 4 are components for treating asthma and are the basic formula based upon the 
inventor's research. The additional elements in claims 5, 6, 8, 20, and 21 aid in the effectiveness of 
the treatment. The elected claims contain species that are obvious variants of each other and are not 
patentably distinct one from the other. 
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
